William Timson of White Pine 
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Another Field Day for Assassin 
Guiteau. 


Wanmorox, November 28. 

The Criminal Court room was 
crowded this morning. At 10 o’clock 
Mrs. Scoville resumed her testimony. 
She said she was convinced in 1878 
that Guiteau was insane and should 
be put i ‘asylum. Frequent ob- 
jections were raised by counsel for the 
prosecution, to the character of the 
questions propounded by Scoville, and 
a continuous discussion ensued be- 
tween counsel upon the admission of 
certain evidence. 

Witness does not understand the 
rules of evidence, gentlemen, said 
Scoville. , | 

“Yes, but you are supposed to, was 
the reply. 

Witness was asked if she had ever 
betore been upon a witness stand, and 
replied. with much emphasis: “No, 
and I'm no lawyer either.” 

Mrs. Scoville's cross examinatio 
was postponed to allow George D. 
Burrows, of Chicago, to testify. 

At the time Guiteau visited Scoville 
in 1878, witoess made up his mind 
the prisoner was either a fool or crazy; 
he was satisfied Guiteau was unsettled 
in intellect. 

There was a brief interval before the 
next witness appeared and Guiteau 
took advantage of the opportunity and 
broke out with:

paper men that I appear here as my 

own counsel. That is my answer to 

all the silly stuff they have been deliv- 
ering themselves of for some days

No effort was made to check Gui- 
teau, and no notice whatever of the 
interruption was taken by the Cou t. 

P. S. Joselyn, of the Oneida Com- 
munity, thought Guiteau’s marked 
characteristic was intense egotism. 

John W. Guiteau, brother of the 
prisoner, had no doubt of his sanity 
until be received some letters in Oc- 
tober. Since coming here he was sat- 
isfiei he was insane. 

On being cross examined the wit- 
ness admitted that he had always, in 
talking of the case, said he believed 
his brother was responsible. He 
thought that at some period of his life 
the prisoner had voluntarily surren- 
d himself to evil practices rather 
than good. 

GUITEAU'S SECOND SPEECH. 

Guiteau winced under these state- 
ments, evidently fearing his brother's 
candor would injure bis case, aud with 
considerable bitterness idterrupted. 

My brother and I have not been 
on good ternis for fifteen years. The 
last time I saw my brother in Boston 
we had some angry words, so he does 
not come here to testify for me with 
the ordinary force with which a 
brother usually does come.” 

“T am glad to find he has changed 
his views, however, in my case. I 
want the public to understand about 
this.” 

' Guiteau continued to interrupt, ex- 
lain and eorrect the witness. Once 
udge Davidge attempted to stop him, 

but he waved his hand imperiously, 

saying, 

“You keep quiet, Judge, if you 

please. : 

Shortly afterwards the witness was 

asked, in connection with the incident 

related, if he had at that time thought 
the prisoner insane. 

Guiteau quickly anticipated his re- 

ply by saying: Why, ot course he 
as always thought I was badly 

cranked.” 


The witress said that he had never 
detected the slightest traces of insani- 
ty in his father.

Mrs. Abraham Lincoln at present 
resides at No. 39, West Twenty-sixth 
street, this city, where she is undergo- 
ing treatment for what is believed to 
be an incurable ailment. Mentally 
Mrs. Lincoln is active and clear. 

She says this great country owes it 
to her to see that she is provided for 
in such a manner that her wants may 
be fully met, and there is no reason 
why she should not receive the same 
consideration at the hands of the na- 
tion that may be contemplated for 
another. 

Mrs. Lincoln says she has not 
enough from Government to maintain 
her, and she refuses to be an object of 
charity with her relatives, Congress 
only gave her $22,500. 

Her pension is only $8,000, which 
she accepted under compulsion and 
against the advice of Charles Sumner. 

She acquits her family as having 
acted with much delicacy and honor, 
but thinks Congress ought to make 
some more adequate provision for her.
